The suggestion that the farm board, 
probabiy with seven members ap- 
pointed without. regard to political 
affiliations, be made .part of-the De- 
partment of Agriculture, was not in- 
cluded in Mr. Hyde's prepared state- 
ment of his views, it was brought 
out in questions before the House 
committee from Representative Fort 
of New Jersey. 

The idea that the board should be 
put within the Department of Agri- 
culture was not well received by Con- 





gressional leaders, who seemed to 
take the view that if there is to be 
any board, it should be an indepen- 
dent one and not entirely under the 
domination of the President. 

At the conclusion of the House 
hearing, Representative Aswell of 
Louisiana, Democrat, of the commit- 
tee, announced that he liked the 
Hyde plan as it had been outlined, 
and that it would have his support. 

Sharply Questioned by Senators. 

Members of the Senate committee 
heckled Secretary Hyde, in contrast 
to the treatment accorded him by 
the House committee. 

Inquiries as to how the exportable 
surpluses would be handled under

| Bomb Falls

| MEXICO CITY, April 3.—A second 
battle in the Jimenez region, also de- 
| scribed as one of the most sanguinary 
in the revolutionary history of Mex- 
ico, was fought this afternoon at La 
| Reforma, Chihuahua. 

| Brief bulletins from the front to 
| Chapultepec Palace tonight say that 
| the infantry units of the rebel army 
|of General J. Gonzalo Escobar, just 
| Griven out of Jimenez in a two-day 
fight, were almost annihilated. Hun- 
dréds are reported dead and somany 
|} wounded that General J. Andreu 
|Almazan, the Federal battle ‘com- 
|mander, has asked his chief, Gen- 
eral Calles, for all reserve medical 
supplies to be rushed to him in order 
to care properly for wounded ene- 
mies. He says they exceed 500 in 
number. 

After the laconic wireless from 
General Almazan came a more de- 
tailed report from General Calles in 
which the Secretary of War, direct- 
ing the Federal advance from his

BAUMES-GRIME BILL

Stops After Indictment or 
Filing of Information. 


TWO MEASURES VETOED

ALBANY, April 3.—The statute of 
limitations would stop running as 
soon as an indictment had been | 
turned or an information filed until 
the case had been settled upon its 
merits under a bill by Senator Calcb 
H. Baumes, chairman of the Crime 
Commission, approved today by 
Governor Roosevelt. The measure 
also provides that when an indict-| 
ment is sect aside or dismissed dur- 
ing which the prosecution was pend-| 
ing, the time shall not be computed 
as part of the limitation. 

Under the present law, according 
to the Crime Commission, criminals 
who have been indicted often are not 
apprehended until after the statute 
of limitations has expired, and then 
they are immune from prosecution. 

Further indigation came today from 
the Governor t&at, he believes towns 
and counties should maintain home 
rule. He has vetoed a number of 
bills which would attempt to impose 
restrictions on local governments, 
and today he vetoed a bill by Assem- 
blyman Alexander H. Garnjost, Re- 
publican of Yonkers, which would 
permit town boards in Westchester 
County to construct lock-ups.

General, Who Waged Long

Dawes’s Audience Stand.

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Re-

years after he had helpe 
to overthrow President Heureux, who 
had ruled the country for almost 
twenty years as a despot. 

General Vasquez has never until 
mow had time for financial reforms 
im the succession of insurrections, 
revoltitions, the terror of periodic in- 
vasions by the black Republic of 
Haiti and the threats of intervention 
iby Belgium, France, Germany, Spain 
and Italy, from whom successive 
Dominican governments had bor- 
rowed money which they were not 
table to repay. 

As @ liberal, General Vasquez has 
spent most of his life lea ing the 
armies which overthrew despotic and 
corrupt governments and put others 
in their place. He was often Provi- 
sional President, but refused to keep 
the office. 


Finally Took Office. 


After a number of men whom he 
had assisted into the Presidency had 
disappointed him, however, and'with 
the collection of customs revenues in 
the hands of the United States so 
that other nations might be paid and 
prevented from collecting by force, 


General Vasquez in 1924 at last ac- 
cepted the office at the age of 70.

Dawes are intended to put Domini- 
can finances in such a state by the 
installation of a budget and depart- 
mental reorganization that national 
sovereignty may be restored. The 
Dominican customs are still collected 
by the United States, and no foreign 
financing may be executed by the 
republic without the consent of the 
American State Department. 

Nevertheless, President Vasquez 
sent his invitation direct to General 
Dawes through Sumner Welles, who 
won his friendship as the American 
Commissioner in Santo Domingo by 
anes the American military occu- 
pation to an end in 1924 before re- 
signing as chief of the Latin-Ameri- 
can division of the State Department. 
Mr. Welles, acting as a private citi- 
zen, communicated the invitation to 
General Dawes, and is here likewise 
as one of the American experts. 

When General Dawes addressed 
the entire Cabinet of the republic, 
there were no American diplomatic 
representatives present. The strictly 
private character of the mission re- 
quired the American Minister to take 
notice of the arrival of the former 
Vice President of the United States 
and his associates simply as a social 
event. 


City Founded in 1496. 


The Cabinet addressed was made 
up of men proud of Spanish blood 
directly inherited from the time of 
Christopher Columbus, whom they 
call ‘“‘the illustrious discoverer’’ as if 
maming a famous relative. Their 


city was founded in 1496 by Bartol- 
omew Columbus, his brother, and 
is the oldest city founded by the Old 
World in the New. From here the 
gon of Columbus and his grandson 
once ruled all the Spanish dominions. 

The velvety trade wind blew stead- 
ily through the palms yesterday as 
it has blown since the time of 
Columbus when General Dawes and 
his party came ashore to the wharf 
on which Dominican police in 
wrinkled uniforms held back a tat- 
tered crowd. Three members of the 
Cabinet met the party and Secretar 
Ricart of the Department of Heal 
and Charities said he believed that 
the Dominican Republic might one 
day put up a puaque to mark the 
spot where it ‘‘had the honor of re- 
ceiving the author of the Dawes plan 
which saved Europe.”’ 

General Dawes immediately went 
alone, with Mr. Welles as interpre- 
ter, to pay an informal visit on Pres- 
ident Vasquez, whom he had never 
met. He afterward admitted that 
the President had impressed him. 
Both men seemed to agree in their 
ambitions to do something construc- 
tive with their accumulated experi- 
ence and salvage mistakes. 

General Dawes explained to Presi- 
dent Vasquez that he regarded it es- 
sential to confine the mission to set- 
ting up a budget and recommend- 
#og such changes in government de- 
gets as would insure its effec- 

ve application—to improve the ad- 
Yinistration rather than to inter- 
fere with policies either internal or 
ternal.

In the President’s Cabinet now are 
members of families whose relatives 
led insurrections against him in the 
past. By combining his own accu- 
mulated authority with the prestige 
attaching to any plan formulated by 
General Dawes he expects to estab- 
lish sound government in his native 
country before he dies, and he was 
very grave. 

He said simply, “I affirm my be- 
lief in the support which will be

Asks Audience to Stand. 


Before General Dawes began, Presi- 
dent Vasquez rose and said: 

“T deem this of such importance in 
the history of this country that I 
wish all to listen to it standing.” 

General Dawes’s voice filled the 
rose-colored room with a _ harsh 
sound, but his hand shook as he 
looked at the short declaration he 
had prepared. 

“Let no one misunderstand or mis- 
interpret the motives of President 
Vasquez in doing us the great honor 
to ask our assistance in this final 
stage of the struggle for the unre- 
stricted sovereignty of the Dominican 
Republic,” he said. ‘‘We are simply 
private citizens who have had experi- 
ence in our private business enter- 
prises as well as in past governmental 
connections with systems to secure 
economy as ordinary routine busi- 
ness methods. 

“The majority of those associated 
with me in this commission, while 
private citizens now, assisted in 
establishing the budget of the United 
States. 

“President Vasquez has expressed 
to us his determined purpose to rid 
this republic of the last vestige of 
foreign interference in its domestic 
affairs by bringing about that eco- 
nomical management of the govern- 
ment’s business which will furnish 
funds. to pay the Dominican. debt 
and relieve this republic from the 
control of its customs by outsiders. 

“‘The system which we will recom- 
mend is impersonal, impartial and 
non-political. It has nothing to do 
with your internal or foreign policy 
or that of any other government. It 
is a system. which is coming into 
use as it is studied by progressive 
governments of the world. We are 
appreciative of the confidence shown 
in us and ,the honor paid us bv 
President Vasquez.” 

Again, as he told the Dominican 
press on landing, General Dawes told 
the Cabinet how sympathetic he was 
to the ideal of national sovereignty, 
which is worshiped particularly here. 
Then he introduced the members of 
his mission, who have been absorb- 
ing past Dominican history and fi- 
nancial records as well as existing 
Dominican laws, on the way from 
New York during the past five days, 
and talking of the value of sending 
American budgets to Latin-Amer- 


ican countries rather than marines. | 


Misunderstood by Editors. 


General Dawes discovered today 
that his first task was to explain to 
Dominican editors what economy is. 

The idea of economy was apparent- 
ly so foreign to their minds that 
they misunderstood his speech when 


he said that such a budget system | 
would ‘‘furnish funds to pay the | 


Dominican debt.’’ 


Editors of both independent and | 


administration papers came to him 
today to ask ‘“‘how large the loan 
will be,’’ and it was only after con- 


fused cross-questioning that it be- 
came evident that the only method 
of procuring funds which they 
thought of was floating another 
loan. 

Economy, General Dawes told 
them, ‘“‘does not mean another loan; 
it is what makes loans unneces- 
sary,’’ and the editors of the pro- 
administration El Mundo and the 
me. Yprnence Opinion, said they 
would require at least another day 
to absorb the siynificance of that. 

Meanwhile their headlines _ this 
morning and their special handbills 
giving the full text of General 
Dawes’s speech to the Cabinet dis- 
played in capital letters his declara- 
tion that the activities of his Ameri- 
can. experts would be to procure 
funds and enable the Dominican Re- 
public to pay off its foreign debt, 
thereby recovering collection of its 
own customs receipts, which were 
entrusted to the United States Gov- 
ernment twenty-five years ago to 
provide for interest and repayment 
on the current loan. 

Twenty million dollars ‘issued on 
that loan already has been spent and 
William Pulliam, the American Re- 
ceiver General ‘of Dominican cus- 
toms, has a mandatory schedule of 
interest and sinking fund payments 
which will absorb so much of the 
customs receipts during the next few 
years that the Dominican Repub- 
lic will have to get along mostly on 
its internal revenues. 

According to’ Latin-American ex- 
ene, particularly in this coun- 
vet another loan was clearly the so- 
lution of this difficulty and the ar- 
rival of General Dawes and his as- 
sociates seems to have meant to the 
editors and to the popular mind, 
sounded at random today, that ‘“‘a

Precedent Is Feared in Demand. 
for Russian Representation on 
League’s Third Committee. 


WASHINGTON ‘NOT - INVITED 


Our Presence Desired by League, 
but Powers Withheld Request 
to Keep _Bolsheviki : Out.

Special Cable to THe New York T1MES, 
GENEVA, April 3.—Reports that 
Maxin Litvinoff, acting Soviet Com- 
missar for Foreign Affairs, may 
bring before the Preparatory Dis- 
armament Commission, meeting here 
on April 15, the question of Russian 


representation in the League Assem- 
bly’s Third Committee, which also 
deals with disarmament, are causing 
Speculation here as to whether this 
will again result in the United States 
being directly affected by whatever 
ruling is made for Moscow. 

Before the Third Committee began 
its important debate on disarmament 
last September the question of in- 
viting the United States to partici- 
pate was raised unofficially, but de- 
spite the general desire of the mem- 
bers that the Americans be invited 
to be present it was decided not to 
ask Washington to attend. Some of 
the powers, including Great: Britain, 
feared if the United States was in- 
vited it would be impossible not to 
invite also cther non-members of the 
league, above all, Russia, whom 
these powers, for various reasons, 
wanted kept out. 


Moscow Complains of Treatment. 


Moscow, indeed, has since sharply 
complained of the, Assembly Com- 
mittee for passing ‘the work of the 
Preparatory Disarmament Commis- 
sion without its representatives being 


present to defend the theses which 
they advanced in the latter body. It 
is for this reason that M. Litvinoff is 
expected to try now to be forearmed 
before the Third Committee meets in 
September. 

he Russians point out that the 
United States, though a non-member 
of the League, once participated in 
an Assembly committee—the Fifth 
Committee on Opium. It is not 
known here whether the American 
delegate, Ambassador Hugh Gibson, 
also seeks to assure Washington of 
representation in the Third Commit- 
tee. If so, the League will be square- 
ly faced with a problem it doubtless 
prefers to remain informal. 

The chief reason advanced for the 
apparent anomaly of inviting Russia 
to the preparatory Armament Com- 
mission, while keeping it out of the 
Assembly Disarmament Committee, 
it the fear that the Bolsheviki. will 
upset the Assembly machinery. The 
Russians are hard enough to ‘‘man- 
age’’ in the Preparatory Commission 
which meets in off seasons and in 
which fewer States are represented 
than in the Assembly Committee. 
As all members of the *-eague parti- 
cipate in the latter, Moscow will also 
have a better chance there to gain 
support of its disarmament policies.

Vienna Thinks He May Be Recalled |

VIENNA, April 3.—Mgr. Ignaz 
Seipel, who has controlled the des- | 
tinies of the Austrian republic during 
more than half its existence, resigned 
today his post of Chancellor. 

In a speech to the Cabinet Council 
announcing his resignation, Mgr. 
Seipel referred to attacks ‘‘on my 
priestly office and my Church,” and 
chief among the reasons which in- 


spired his action is believed to be 
the fact that many of his fellow- 
clergymen have criticized his asso- 
ciation of Catholicism with politics. 
The alleged falling-away of 100,000 
Austrian Catholics from their faith 
since the war has been attributed to 
this cause, and there is even specu- 
lation tonight whether the Chancel- 
lor’s resignation may have been in-'! 
Fuenced by a hint from the Vatican 
elf, 


Leopold Kunschak, chairman of the 
Christian Socialist party, which has 
been Mgr. Seipel’s main support in 
office, declared tonight that the 
Chancellor’s reasons for his resigna- 
tion were personal ones due largely 
to criticisms of his dual r6le as priest | 
and politician. 

Herr Kunschak also disposed of | 
rumors that the Christian Socialists | 
might now form a coalition with 
their bitter enemies, the Socia! 
Democrats. They would instead, he 
said, again form a Cabinet with the | 
Pan-German and Peasant parties. | 

A Prebable Successer. 

Seipel’s most probable 
cessor is Alfred Guertler, president | 
of the lower Chamber and professor | 
at Graz University, though Edward 
Hein], Minister of Trade, and Dr. 
Buresch, Governor of Lower Austria, 
are also mentioned. Any of the three 
would probably adopt a more mod-! 
erate policy than has Mgr. Seipel, 
who, besides being more rigidly cler- 
ical in his views than was palatable 
to the Pan-Germans, offended many 
of his supporters by his champion- | 
ship of the Heimwehr—the private | 
anti-Socialist army financed by Aus- | 
trian industrialists. 

Mer. Seipel became Chancellor of | 
the Austrian Republic in 1922. In| 
1924 he resigned, but returned to 
power in 1927 when the Ramek gov- 
ernment, which succeeded him, dis- 
appeared in a cloud of scandals. 
Mgr. Seipel’s first resignation was 
deemed to be a tactical manocuvre. 
Events crowned it with success, and 
Vienna is wondering tonight whether 
history will repeat itself. 

In the Chancellor’s speech of resig- 
nation today he said: 

“Austria’s progress is blocked by

Socialist Plans for Action. 


The first intimation of recall ac- 
tion was given by Senator Thomas 
M. Duncen, Milwaukee Socialist, au- 
thor cf the resclution that forced a 
referendum on the two questions. 

“One up-State Senator voted 
against the referendum resolution,”’’ 
said Senator Duncan, referring to 
Senator Herman E. Boldt of Sheboy- 
gan Falls, ‘and his district gave a 
mandate of almost 4 to 1 for repeal. 
In 2 case of this kind, a member, by 
popular petition, should be recalled 
from office if he fails to carry out 
the wishes of his constituents.’’ 

Senator Walter Goodland’s district 
in Racine County, which also went 
on record 2 to i for repeal, was 
cited by Senator Duncan as another 


instance. Senator Goodland opposed 
the referendum. 

The drys, on the other hand, ap- 
pear to be undaunted by the sweep- 
ing majority.

Remembering that 
the real portrait wes still in the 
Duke’s possession, he was satisfied 
that it was merely a copy and valued 
it at less than $500 for sale purposes.

Bruce, Owner of Star Jumper 
in Grand National, Returns 
Here From Abroad. 


HORSE STILL IN ENGLAND 


Baltimore Turfman Pleased With 
Showing—Emanuel Arrives 
With Jockey Duller. 


Whether Billy Barton again tries 
for the highest honors in the Grand 
National remains for the future to 
decide. The aged jumper came out of 
the 1929 classic at Aintree somewhat 
bruised and battered after his fall 
and still carries the scars of the 
wounds he sustained in the grueling 
steeplechase, according to his owner, 


Howard Bruce. of Baltimore, who re- 
turned yesterday on the steamship 
Olympic.

Billy Barton still is in England and, 
according to Bruce, no plans have as 
yet been made to ship the jumper to 
this country, though he intimated 
that Billy Barton probably would be 
brought over here later. 

Bruce declared that he was well 
pleased with the showing that Billy 
Barton made, considering the hard 
luck in which he raced. At the 
time Billy Barton fell he was going 
along smoothly, Bruce said. Jockey 
Cullinan, who had the leg ‘up, re- 
ported that the horse over which 
Billy Barton fell just after clearing 
the Canal jump was obscured in such 
a manner that there wasn’t a chance 
of pulling clear. 

Billy Barton was bruised and 
lacerated, but not seriously, and, bar- 
ring the fact that some of the scars 
still show, the jumper is none the 
worse for his experience. 

Bruce, who was accompanied by 
Mrs. Bruce, will take part in some 
of the cross-country racing to be 
staged in Maryland this Spring.

Magazine Article Tells of Ath- 
letes Filing Past Ticket Win- 
dow for Their Money. 


PAYMENTS ALWAYS IN CASH 


Claims One Star Demanded His in 
Advance—— Charges Old and 
Indefinite, Says A. A. U.

The alleged pay-off of so-called 
amateur athletes in cash at the box- 
office after a track meet is described 
by Ray Barbuti, Olympic 400-meter 
champion, now under suspension by 
the A. A. U., in a 3,000-word article 
entitled ‘“‘Our Amateurs Are Paid,’’ 
appearing in the April issue of 
Sportsmanship. 

“Payments are always in cash,: so 
far as I have been able to learn, and 
frequently the envelope method is 
used,’ .writes the former Syracuse 
track and football captain, who was 
barred from competition five weeks 
ago. 

“The athlete goes to the intermedi- 
ary and. gets his enyelope in which 
the.sum, over and above his ex- 
penses, that has been agreed upon is 
included,’’ continues America’s only

Paid at the Window. 


“There ‘was one case _ recently 
where a comparatively green pro- 
moter told the athletes to go out 


vast the box-office window where the 
cashier, who.had spent the early eve- 
ning hours receiving the money of 
spectators, was stationed with a 
large card. On it were the names 
of all the stars and an amount after 
each name.’’ 

Declaring ‘‘a fanatical insistence 
that the present amateur rule is be- 
ing observed is making for hypocrisy 
because many of our leading athletic 
stars are not amateurs,’’ Barbuti 
emphatically recommends a ‘‘call for 
a new deal in amateur athletics.”’ 

“Times change,’”’ he asserts after 
praising the A. A. U. for its part in 
the past development of amateur 
sport, ‘‘and now certain of its rules, 
the cause of sports- 


manship, fair play and honest. deal- | 


ing, are, in my opinion, retarding it.’’ 

“As a rule only star athletes are 
approached,’”’ says Barbuti in a 
raphic description of what he says 
is the prevailing system, ‘‘and an 
intermediary, generally a ‘good fel- 
low,’ well known and. a constant at- 
tendant at track meets, is chosen 
as the man to secure entry of the 
stars and to pay them. 


Athlete Sets His Price. 


“The star athlete is asked if he 
will run for a certain amount. This 
has ranged as high as $500 in cases 


of which I have heard. 

“In the case of several very im- 
portant stars, and this group includes 
some of the great foreign athletes 
who have come to these shores, a 
second intermediary is employed. 
This intermediary represents the 
athlete and is comparable to a box- 
er’s manager. 

“It is not unknown that the pay- 
off man or intermediary ‘knocks 
on the athletes,’’ Barbuti 
adds, explaining that this individual 
sometimes drives a close bargain and 
keeps part of the sum he is author- 
ized to spend. ‘‘Sometimes he knocks 
down on the promoter also.’’ 

Continuing, Barbuti says: ‘‘One of

CONDEMNING CONDEMNATION.

INVESTIGATING NEW JERSEY.

He 
has declined to answer questions 
about his bank deposits or his real 
property. Protesting that ke is 
wrongly suspected, he has exhorted 
the investigators to put their own 
houses in order in Atlantic and Mid- 
dlesex. They want the Court of Er- 
rors and Appeals to require wit- 
nesses to explain their personal

| City on Tuesday was notable for sev- 
|eral reasons. It marked the opening 
|of a new place of study of tropical 
| diseases. This is onc of the first in- 
| stitutions of its kind to be supported 
|jointly by the peoples of South as 
well as North America. It is a fit- 
|ting memorial to a great man who 
did so much to relieve the sufferings 
|of millions of persons living in the 
| tropics and through whose genius as 

2 sanitary engincer the construction 
lof the Panama Canal under health- 
| ful conditions wes made possible. 

Panama City has been. called the 
centre of the tropical diseases belt. 
|This reputation is perhaps unjusti- 
fied. But the isthmus has been for 
| generations a hotbed of discases of 
jall sorts. The presumption is that 
the Indian civilizations which existed 
before the arrival of the white man 
were wiped out partly as a result of 
the spread of tropical diseases. It is 
known that during the Spanish occu- 
pation much of Central America was 
infested with malignant fevers. The 
toll of death and permanent disabil- 
ity of the Frenchmen who sought to 
build the Panama Canal before the 
United States took over the work 
was great. When the American en- 
gineers laid their plans, it was found 
indispensable to “clean up” the 
canal zone if the canal was ever to 
be built. 

This work General GorGas did by 
draining all swampy areas and pre- 
venting the development of disease- 
bearing mosquitos. A great stien- 
tist as well as a great administrator, 
jhe knew that it was not enough | 
‘simply to eliminate disease carriers. ! 

It was essential to study the diseases

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themselves and trace them to their 
origins. In this work scientists from 
all over the world have since coop- 
erated. Many have given their lives 
in the course of their studies. 

There are still many aspects of 
tropical diseases to be investigated. 
The purpose of. the Gorgas labora- 
tory is to conduct experiments and 
research work on the spot. The re- 
sult may well help to eliminate cer- 
tain diseases from entire sections of 
tropical America. This is one of the 
reasons why the representatives of 
the Latin-American nations have 
been ready to cooperate in financing 
the work. They will be among the 
chief beneficiaries of the labors of 
the scientists in Panama City. 

In these days of travel and inter- 
communication the danger of the 
spread of disease is ever present, 
despite quarantine staffs in all coun- 
tries. The only sure way of prevent- 
ing the more fatal diseases from 
ravage is to eliminate them at their 
sources. This is work for scientists 


cooperating with researchers and 
with health boards in all sections of | 


the world. 


THE NATION’S GRAMOPHONE.

THE WAR ON NOISE. 


When TAGORE wag in this country | 
a few years ago, some one anpolo-| 
gized to him for the weather, which | 
was uncommonly bad at the mo-| 


ment, especially for one not accus- 
tomed to the cold. Whereupon this 
quiet lover of human fellowship re- 
plied: “ Oh, it is not the cold, it is 
the noise.” Aside from the litter in 
the strects, it is their terrific noise 
that invites the disappointed com- 
ment of those who come for the first 
time to American cities. TOSCANINI 
confessed, when returning last year 
to America, that when he first came 
the noise seemed unendurable, but 
added that with repeated coming the 
particular noises secmed “less im- 
portant.” Our ears, in time, come 
to make the adjustment. But this 
involves a loss, for it means deafness 
to the finer distinctions in sound 
and to the gentler voices in nature 
and in human specch. i 

Then there is the loss in health, 
sleep and efficiency. Experiments 
tend to show that this is real and 
measurable. But how is it to be re- 
duced or averted? First of all by 
suppressing unnecessary noises. This 
seems as hopeless in practice as 
holding back the tides or sweeping 
back the waves of the oceen. Drivers 
of trucks, collectors cf garbage, 


horn-blowing .chauffeurs scem to 
have no mercy in their make-up. 
For every truck that goes tearing 
through the street during sleeping 
hours, hundreds suffer and there is 
no recourse. 

It is encouraging to note that ex- 
periments are going forward with a 
view to getting the help of acousti- 
cal science in protecting sensitive 
ears against these afflictions on the 
one hand and deafness on the other. 
Last night the New York Electrical 
Society gave an evening to a review 
of efforts that have been made in 
recording shadows of sound waves 
that beat upon the walls of build- 
ings, inside and out, and often find 
their way through the framework 
of buildings, “like rain water seep- 
“ing down through the walls of a 
“house.” An unemotional “ electri- 
cal ear” is used in making the 
tests; and they alrcady promise that 
even in offices and living rooms city 
noises can be subdued. Gop has 
frequently been asked to bless the 
man who first invented sleep. 
But there are millions in every city 
who will be thankful to the scientist 
who will invent a sleeping chamber 
in which one can have an adequate 
supply of fresh air and yet sleep 
without disturbance, no matter what 
the rmachine-made noises of the 
night may be in the resounding 
streets below. |

VETERANS’ PREFERENCE. 


Gevernment !s Morally Bound to 
Provide for Disabled Men. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

On Sunday, March 10, you carried 
an editorial criticizing me for not 
publishing the report on President | 
Coolidge’s Advisory Committee on) 
Veterans’ Preference. 

I am herewith enclosing the re- 
port, as issued in the Congressional 
Record of March 15. Although this 
report was submitted to the Presi- 
dent on Nov. 19, 1928, the executive 
order was not issued until March 2, | 
and the President requested that the 
report of the hearings should not be 
given to the public until the execu- | 
tive order was released. 

The report of the committee was | 
unanimous, and, as you will observe, | 
one of the members of the commit- 
tee was Mr. Deming,. president of the 
United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion. I personally feel very strongly 
that the government has a moral ob- 
ligation to help the disabled veteran 
to qualify for positions in the United 
States Government for which he is 
fitted, and whenever he shows suffi- 
cient qualifications to pass the exam- 
ination that he should be placed at 
the head of the list. 

When our disabled veterans, with- 
out a leg or an arm, apply for a po- 
sition with Ford or the General Elec- 
tric they are told that if they had 
been injured in the service of either 
of these companies they -would be 
looked after, and that the govern- 
ment had a moral obligation to take 
care of them. 

I am sure every one will agree that 
we want to do everything we can to 
help place the disabled service man 
in the government service where he 
can help support himself and his 
family.

Buys the 122,710 Shares of the 
American Railway Express 
Owned by American Express. 


HAS 75 PER CENT CONTROL 


Price Not Revealed, but Value Is 
Put at About $20,000,000—Rail- 
way Express Agency Elects. 


The Adams Express Company has 
bought the 122,710 shares of Ameri- 
can Railway Express Company stock 
which were owned by the American 
Express Company, it was announced 
at the offices of Hayden, Stone & 
Co., yesterday. Adams had’ $34,000,- 
000 of assets on Dec. 31 and Ameri- 
can Railway Express, $42,000,000. 

Adams now owns 75 per cent of 
American Railway Express stock. 
American Express is left as an or- 
ganization With assets comprising a 
money order and travel business. Its 
contract for the sale of money orders 
on railroad property, formerly held 


by the American Railway Express 
Company, has been assumed for a 
— by the newly created Railway 

press Agency, the organization 
formed by the railroads to acquire 
the business of the American Rail- 
way Express Company. 

The American Railway Express 
stock bought by Adams was worth 
about $20,000,000 at current prices, 
but the price paid by Adams was not 
announced. 

The American Railway Express 
Company assets now comprise the 
$42,000,000 of cash and securities and 
a charter. The charter was created 
by virtue of the transportation act 
and it is the only one of its kind. 
Some time ago Cherles Hayden, a 
director of Adams, pointed out the 
value of the charter to a company 
engaging to transport merchandise 
by truck or airplane. Directors of 
American Railway Express will meet 
today and make an announcement as 
to its future. There is a possibility 
that it may be converted into an in- 
vestment trust like Adams. 

Should American Railway Express 
be liquidated, the already substantial 
funds of Adams would be further 
augmented. It is already among the 
largest investment trusts in America 
and to its operations have been ac- 
credited some of the major move- 
ments in recent security markets. 

Common stock of Adams Express 
touched a new high of 675 yesterday 
and closed 25 points up at 650. Its 
preferred stock, much of which was 
exchanged for common stock under 
an offer made more than a year ago, 


changed hands in small amounts and /| 


lost a point to 92. American Express 
gained 50 points to a closing and new 
high of 356. American Railway Ex- 
press touched 165 and closed up more 
than a pdint at 162%.

The four men were Joseph F. 
Dursee of the 8A Precinct, Henry 
C. Behnstedt of Traffic G, Arthur C. 
Fash and William J. Stoffel. 

Patrolman Dursee was murdered 
by Everett ‘“‘Texas Eddie’? Rheim 
last Aug. 25 after the hold up of the 
Tom, Dick and Harry shoe store at 
638 Third Avenue. Rheim got a 
sentence of from forty-five years to 
- in prison for second degree mur- 

er. 

Behnstedt was killed on Nov. 5 
when he tried to halt an automobile 
in which two men were attempting 
to escape arrest. The policeman 
jumped on the ‘car’s running board 
and the driver swerved into a pass- 
ing taxicab, crushing Behnstedt. 

Fash came in contact with a live 
electric wire on last Aug. 4, as he 
was trying to safeguard pedestrians 
from it, and Stoffel met his death 
Oct. 4, when he tried to stop an 
automobile which was speeding reck- 
lessly.

Decline in Stocks. Resumed 
_ After Early Advance— 
Call Money 8%. 


Yesterday’s stock market moved as 
that’ market usually does in the 
sequel to a.shock of such violence 
as that of a 'week'ago. The culmi- 
nating crash in-the day of forced 
liquidation had been followed by two 
days of quick recovery, by one day 
of great.weakness, then. by another 
day of moderate advance. Yester- 
day’s resumption ‘of ‘the selling pres- 
sure came next; the alternations of 
strength and weakness are apt to be 
more rapid as the market gradually 
settles down to a new-‘postiion. What 
comes afterward is determined by 
events. If the spell is broken, if the 
public has at last come .to think in 
terms of. realities instead of mad 
illusions, the genuine readjustment is 
in order. - ial tae 

When prices swept down again yes- 
terday, after a brief bidding-up of 
the market at the start, Wall ‘Street 
began again to talk of the rediscount 
rate. In this it-is-useless -to” make 
prediction. The fact that speculative 
values have on the whole declined in 
the past week; and that borrowings 
for speculative purposes have pre- 
sumably been cut down with them, 
would ordinarily point to an un- 
changed bank rate. On the other 
hand, it has to be recognized that 
the present bank rate is indisputably 
out of touch with the actual niarket. 
Not since the early months of 1920 
has the New York Reserve Bank’s 
official rate stood a full 1 per cent 

| below the Wall Street rate for com- 
| mercial paper, as it does today; and 
| in 1920 the discrepancy was quickly 
| and drastically corrected. 

It may be that the system’s policy 
will on this occasion be governed, 
not by the actual status of the mo- 
ment but by the views elicited at 
the Washington conference of re- 
serve bank governors, in regard to 
what the credit: market has ahead of 
it for the rest -of 1929.: It is not 
safe to overlook the fact that the 
abnormally high money rates in the 
first twelve’ weeks of the present 
year occurred during a season which 
is habitually marked by the easiest 
money market of the year. The 
trouble with Wall Street’s-reasoning 
often is that it creates a critical 
situation by its own obstinate reck- 
lessness and then, when it has ceased 
to make matters worse than ever, 

| imagines that its reward will be the 
instant restoration of absolute tran- 
| quillity. . Unfortunately, the delieate 
| machinery of credit does not get so 
' quickly in order again, after Wall 
| Street adventurers have been rough- 
| ly tampering with it for.a.year. 

Although somewhat ‘desultory in 
, character, discussion of. the course 
|of trade in case of severe or pro- 
longed stock market’ reaction has 
directed attention more ,closely to 
the industrial weather signs. This 
means that Wall Street’s jaunty in- 
| difference of 1927 to trade vicissi- 
tudes has gone; it may be hoped, 
not to return. The current indi- 
| cators of business activity continue 
favorable. Before the war,-monthly 
iron production was considered the 
. “trade barometer,’’ and the output 
| for March, as reported yesterday, 
was the second largest on record. It 
has been surpassed only by the huge 
| production of May, 1923. On the 
| other hand, the car-loadings report- 
ed yesterday for the’ third week of 
March, although much above last 
year, fell, considerably short of the 
| corresponding period in. 1927 and 
1926. But that repeats the story of 
most other.weeks this year, and 
merely proves again that, while stock 





* market prices had lately reached an 


average nearly 90 per cent above 
1926, the actual volume of legitimate 
trade is no greater than it was three 
vears ago. 

There is as yet, however, no sign 
of the trade reaction whose possible 
appearance had been discussed .as 
at least a possibility of Springtime. 
Prophecy in such matters is always 
rash; the réaching of'the high point 
in iron production, for instance, dur- 
ing May, 1923, was followed by a 
relapse from that month’s 3,867,000 
tons to 2,894,000 in the following No- 
vember and to the very low figure of 
1,784,000 in July of the ensuing year. 
But the .point of view may at least 
be favorably influenced by the fact 
that in 1923 the practice of ‘‘hand- 
to-mouth buying’’ and ultra-conserva- 
tive inventories had not yet been 
*stablished.

The advance which got under way 
on Tuesday was abruptly halted yes- 
terday afternoon, and nearly all of 
the active issues turned downward. 
To Wall Street, seeking for explana- 
tions, the most disconcerting: devel- 
opment was discovery that the way 
had not been made easy, as it had 
been imagined that it would for the 
petroleum industry’s conservation 
program. The oil producers were 
still of the opinion yesterday after- 
noon that they could go ahead with 
voluntary pro-ration, but the. stock 
market was severely jarred by what 
happened in Washington. Naturally, 
this was followed by disquieting re- 
eral and sharp advance in redis- 
ports about the imminence of a gen- 
count rates.

Long term financing by States and 
municipalities during March totaled 
$102,527,592, compared with $132,- 
897,209 in the corresponding month 
a year ago. The total for the three 
months ended on March 31 was $264,- 
603,876, the smallest amount for the 
first quarterly period of any year 
since 1923. 

While continued high interest rates 
have kept many municipalities from 
marketing their bonds, there is evi- 
dence that actual need for public im- 
provements is gradually forcing them 
'to sell bonds even if they must pay 
4.50 per cent or more for their money. 
The total for March includes a single 
loan for $28,000,000, sold by the State 
of Arkansas to finance a highway 
and bridge-building program. 

The total of new State and munici- 
pal bond issues reported approved 
during March was $22,154,465, em- 
bracing programs of 116 communi- 
ties in thirty-three States. This fig- 
ure tops the total for March, 1928,

LONDON, April 3.—Sir Thomas 
Royden, chairman of the Cunard 
Steamship Company, surprised the 
company’s -stockholders today by 
telling them that first-class passenger 
traffic across the Atlantic was still 
below its pre-war volume. 

“It is a curious fact and a some- 
what disconcerting one,’’ said Sir 
‘Thomas at the annual meeting. at 
Liverpool, ‘‘that the number of pas- 
sengers crossing the Atlantic in first- 
class accommodations has never re- 
covered its pre-war level. 

“Having regard to the immensely 
increased prosperity of the United 
States and the wide diffusion of 
wealth in that country, one would 


expect at least a corresponding in- 
crease in the number of travelers in 
the more luxurious and expensive ac- 
commodations. But although more 
than ten years have passed since the 
end of the war, there is still no ex- 
pansion in that particular section of ' 
our business.” 


Part of the aecrease in passenger | 


traffic Sir Thoinas attributed to the 
British $10 visa fee, which, he said, 
other European countries ‘like Ger- 
many, Italy, Switzerland, Belgium 
and Denmark hed already abolished. 
He referred to it as an ‘‘out-of-date 
imposition” and added, “I hope it 
will not be long before our govern- | 
ment decides to act similarly.” 


Freight business also was unsatis- 


factory, Sir Thomas said in explain- 
ing a decline of $630,565 in the com- 
pany’s net income for 1928 as com- 
pared with the 1927 figure. 

‘The North Atlantic trade, like the 
others, has felt the effects of the de- 
pressed state of industry in Eng- 
land,” he said, ‘‘and this has been 
reflected in a lessened demand for 
American products and a consequent 
fall in freight rates. 

“While it Awe be hone agp = 

rophesy what the present year may 
. cord ins store, we can say this—that 
industrial conditions on the other 
side of the Atlantic appear remark- 
ably stable. Given a continuation of 
the cordial spirit of good-will that 
has obtained so largely between em- 
ployers and employes on this side 
during the past year or so and with 
more settled international conditions 
in Europe, it is not perhaps unrea- 
sonable to look forward with some 
degree of confidence to better freight 
conditions.”’ 

Sir Thomas was silent, however, 
about the reported new. 66,000-ton 
“Supermauretania,’’ merely : telling 
the stockholders that the matter of 
new tonnage was being seriously con- 
sidered by the directors. 

Regarding the recent controversy 
over the Cunard’s Havana service, 
Sir Thomas stuck to his guns. 

‘“‘The Havana trade is an open one 
and, notwithstanding what may have 
been said to the contrary, there is 
no reason why the company should 
not exercise its freedom to engage 
in it.’ 


The Ward Line had been operating 
ships to Havana, but last Winter the 
Cunard entered a larger, better boat, 
the Caronia, which is a regular 
transatlantic liner, charging 10 per 
cent higher than the Ward Line 
rates. The Shipping Board, to force 
the Cunard people out, lent the 
Roosevelt to the Ward Line and 
authorized a further 25 per cent cut, 
a total of 35 per cent below the 
Cunard rates. The Roosevelt, the 
Caronia.and the regular Ward Line 
fleet operated for the Winter to Ha- 
vana, until the end of the season two 


weeks ago.

TO BE BUILT FOR SHIPS 


Now in Use on Danish Railroad 


—Cuts Operating Costs 80%, 
H.C. Hallings Says on Return. 


Details of a new Diesel engine, 
which has been developed in Copen- 
hagen, and which is now being tried 
out on locomotives, preparatory to 
being used in ships, were brought 
back yesterday by H. C. Hallings of 
27 Whitehall Street, when he re- 
turned from Copenhagen on the 


Soumauyerien -America liner United 
ates. 

The cost of operating the new 
engine is about one-fifth that of the 
older type of Diesel engine, Mr. 
Hallings said. He also declared that 
other savings are real the 
fact that no fuel is needed when the 
engine is not in operation, no fuel 
is necessary in getting up a head 
of steam, and only one man is needed 
to tend the engine. ‘The engine is 
10 to 15 per cent lighter than those 
now in use. 

The principle of operation of the 
engine is also a radical departure, 
Mr. Halling said, the old Diesel oil 
and air are sprayed into the cylin- 
der and exploded under 1,000 pounds 
pressure. The new engine pumps 
only oil into the cylinder and keeps 
this under 5,000 pounds pressure, 
the air being drawn in later by the 
downward stroke of the piston. 

Mr. Hallings said that the Bur- 
meisster works, which has created 
the engine, is making a marine 
type and that one of them will be 
installed on the new 23,000-ton liner 
which the Scandinavian - America 
Line plans to build. Two more 
motors are now being built for ships 
of the East Asiatic Company of Den- 
mark, he said. 

Mr. Hallings went abroad as repre- 
| sentative of Burmeister & Wain, 
| motor builders. The inventor of the 

engine is Hans Blache, a director of 
the company.
